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in a family of boys uh they were poor i i can remember his uh telling me one night about uh we're on a trip 
somewhere and we get talking about the poor and uh he said well you know there were in the in the summer 
in california we boys used to work in the tomato fields and they bring tomatoes home and he said there 
would be days and days when we live on nothing but tomatoes tomato soup and sliced tomatoes tomato 
paste on bread and that kind of thing and he said i know what that feels like when you when you just don't 
have any money in the family but the thing that family always had and that his mother a little woman but very 
very strong she gave that family was this very strong sense of conviction of almost puritanical conviction 
about what was moral what was right and you worked for a living and you saved your money and you led a 
clean life and so on and you did things for other people well this has this has been a kind of a code for him all 
his life to persist against adversity is richard nixon's inheritance when in 1960 he suffered his first defeat after 
a meteoric rise that persistence was to sustain him looking back i think that being out of office going through 
the trauma of defeat and disappointment nobody has really been defeated until he's been defeated after 
running for president but after having been through that and then to have to come back a man develops a 
certain restraint and adversity that you're never getting success we ought to have a recruiting program at the 
high school college level not just for these symbolistic jobs we don't want to have basically a white house 
mexican a white house negro white house woman and so forth that's what everybody else has done i 
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that's what everybody else has done i mean this this whole jazz about the affected well there ought to be a 
woman in the cabinet or a maximum in the cabinet or italian in the that is what matters what matters is that 
whoever a person is he's got the feel whatever his background is he's got a chance to become the 
government and is welcome that he's got to look at the top and say gee i might get that i might have a 
chance i think his sensitivity and his responsiveness is the kind of thing that that i see is is not sexy as such 
it's not the kind of thing that that the newspaper people or the media generally will will write about because 
that's doing right that's doing what every other american president should have been doing uh 25 years ago 
when you take kindergarten kids and put them on a bus for an hour and a half now when they go to school 
they could walk to five minutes away now that's wrong it's wrong for the white children it's wrong for the black 
children massive busing produces inferior education and education's the name of the game and the thing 
we've got to do john is to keep it out of this this racial uh fight because see one of the problems with massive 
busting instead of as it was intended to do to bring people together you know and to knock down the racial 
barriers it's creating hatred and strife uh such as we have seen explode in recent months there's a study we 
simply aren't going to have it anymore i like most of my colleagues had always been opposed to him and had 
formed certain images about him and i found that he was really totally different from the image the 
intellectuals have of it he's uh very analytical quite gentle in his manner what he was trying to do is pretty 
well what he's done uh is to 
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is pretty well what he's done uh is to get into to revitalize our alliances get into a new relationship with the 
soviets to begin to feel our way towards the chinese i recall when i joined him back in 1965 i was an editorial 
writer for a conservative paper in the midwest and if you'd have told me that day that a few years hence that i 
would be sitting in the great hall the people in peking china clinking glasses with joe n lie while the people's 
liberation army band played home on the range i would have said you're out of your f11 mind [Music] in china 
with cho and lai president nixon begins a dialogue which marks an historic change in american policy a 
political realist the president knows that communication with china is indispensable to his grand design the 
result of a long and careful planning of a vision for peace born long ago it's a big word but it's a certainly raw 
equality about how he conducts his business because he he does it all in a very understated way of course i 
can only judge foreign policy and i believe that his impact on foreign policy will be historic no matter what 
happens [Music] the thrust for peace leads to the soviet union the president will not be dissuaded by the 
days of hard negotiation ahead the opportunity to reduce world tension is at hand and he achieves a 
breakthrough with agreements in environment space medicine and a trade pact creating new jobs for 
americans but most significant of all a treaty to limit arms

upon his return the president is given full welcome on the floor of congress mr speaker the president is heard 
by his government and by his people across the breadth of america but it is not by his words that this man 
wishes to be judged but by what he has done this is a man of deeds more than rhetoric a man of vision born 
out of his own trials his own succeeding this is a man who calls out to america to have faith in itself to go 
forward without fear to build on the foundations he has laid down and america will hear him [Music] excuse 
me republican party film a part of the convention proceedings here called portrait of a president mr nixon it 
was necessarily somewhat incomplete one little detail domestic detail was added the other day by mrs nixon 
who was talking about their home life and she was asked if she and the president ever fight and she said no 
they don't fight when they have a disagreement as they sometimes do they just give each other the silent 
treatment which might be familiar to a lot of households we'll be back in a moment after this message from 
gulf at this stage of the proceedings here this evening the convention is about to go through the formal 
election of members of the republican national committee one of the chores that they have on their 
convention schedule tonight in the audience and in the vip boxes and in the galleries around this hall are a 
number of people who have come 
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are a number of people who have come here to miami beach to see the president be renominated many of 
those have given him considerable amount of money there are fat cats galore here in miami beach this week 
large contributors to the republican party among them are some whose names have been mentioned as a 
possible successor to walter annenberg another large contributor to the republican party who is currently our 
american ambassador in london one of those names being mentioned is w clement stone the chicago 
insurance executive who gave liberally to democrats and who gave even more liberally to republicans to 
president nixon's 1968 campaign and with w clement stone the famous millionaire on the floor catherine 
macka yes this is mr mr stone i'm going to ask you a hard question i've heard everything from you're 
contributing a half a million up to a million dollars for president nixon in the last election why do you know you 
haven't heard it all un you've given more than that uh seriously uh both in 68 and uh at this particular time 
i've held to just one statement uh that we've given more than a half million dollars well do you think that there 
ought to be a limitation on how much individuals can give to uh presidential candidates uh absolutely not and 
there's a reason for it un some persons can give their time some can give their ideas some can give their 
energy but it does cost money and whether you're operating a business or operating a government or 
operating an election those who are dedicated should have the right to participate in my particular case i feel 
the course of history was changed in 1968 by virtue of the fact that we elected the right man at the right time 


for the right uh reasons let me ask you this mr stone what do you think about the money that's been used uh 
in the the committee to reelect the president the 25 000 that showed up in the bank account of one man and 
now there's estimated up to as much as a half a million dollars has been misused what do you 
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dollars has been misused what do you think about that do you like your money or how do you feel about your 
money being spent that way well first of all i'll be very frank with you i haven't read the details but if it is true 
the person should be prosecuted the person should or persons uh should definitely punish be punished right 
is right and above everything else the nixon administration stands for law and order and that means at home 
among our own people as well as anyone else now that doesn't mean that uh until they're convicted they're 
gilly i really don't know now you're a big businessman and you you deal in big money giving this kind of 
money to a very power to the most powerful politician in the country does that give you business 
considerations of any kind uh absolutely no as a matter of fact i went on record that under no circumstances 
would i accept any office whatsoever uh during the first uh administration how about in this next 
administration if the president wins do you want to be the ambassador to england well if he uh should honor 
me with the invitation i'd accept for many reasons one is because of the fact that i'm involved in many 
organizations uh in england the boys clubs of great britain the burden of logical well uh if i were asked that 
except thank you very much w clements stone one of the very big republican contributors in this country and 
now to douglas kiker i'm here with senator jay strom thurman of south carolina senator thurman you played a 
great part in richard nixon's nomination four years ago are you happy with the progress of things here today 
yes the only vote we've had by roll call was one on the rules and uh that came out very well the the 
committee report was uh sustained and i think it's fair to the big states and little ones too let me ask you 
change it i don't think it would have been a fair to the smaller state does this mean that the power of small 
southern states like yours is on the rise or on the fall historically well i i think it's a good division of power 
there between them in other words i think it's a fair compromise it wouldn't have been if the rule had been 
adopted that was offered on the 
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been adopted that was offered on the floor today do you think that most southern states are happy uh about 
what's going to happen four years from now let's say well i think so the south they share how predictable for 
nixon i predict every state will go for nixon i think the republican party is going to grow in the south and i think 
in 1976 we can elect another republican president thank you very much talking to senator jay strom thurman 
who says it's going to be a solid south of richard nation this is douglas kiker now up to the booth thank you 
we are um expecting shortly the beginning of the nominating process for president nixon renominating 
process and governor rockefeller as you know will deliver the nominating speech there will be others they will 
vote the balloons will fall and tonight's business essentially will have been done the platform of course was 
adopted earlier without any difficulty i think maybe john for the record we ought to put here that the uh that 
the american independent party which is george wallace's party its candidate this year john schmitz california 
a member of congress says he has managed to reduce his platform to two points one enter no foreign wars 
unless you intend to win them and two people who work should live better than those who don't we'll be back 
in a moment after this message [Applause] nbc news continues its coverage of the 1972 republican national 
convention brought to you by the gulf oil corporation [Music] every delegate in that hall is sitting down there 
isn't one empty seat the reason for that is not especially political but they're having their picture taken when 
the republicans meet they all sit down at one point in their convention and pose for a picture and now the 
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and pose for a picture and now the official photographer is at work and if you were very fast it's one of those 
cameras that goes zoom around there you could start back with the illinois alternates all the way at that into 
the hall and run as fast as you could and get around here and have your picture taken in two delegates but 
as we've uh as we Said they're all seated and that's something you rarely see in a convention of any party 


they're most all smiling and they're all smiling for the camera watch the birdie republicans we're just this is 
the last piece of let us say less important political business before we get to the roll call of the states for the 
nomination of the president and we're just waiting for that now congressman gerald ford of michigan the 
permanent chairman of the convention making one or two other announcements they're running by my 
schedule here just about 20 minutes late by those calculations it would mean that these balloons that you 
see in the hall 33 000 of them by our count will be released at about 10 30 tonight unless they pick up the 
schedule a little bit at about 10 30 eastern daylight time tonight richard nixon will legally have won the 
nomination of the republican party for the third time as i think one of our reporters pointed out earlier when 
richard nixon receives this nomination he will have run for national office as many times as any public figure 
in this century roosevelt ran five times four for president and one for vice president nixon will have run three 
times or will be running three times for president and twice for vice president and david when you think about 
it richard m nixon has been prominently on the national scene written about and covered by the 
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written about and covered by the national press for a longer period of time than any other politician in 
america today go back to 1948 or 1950. well you can go back to the very beginning of his public career when 
he came into the house most new members of the house are totally unknown they don't even know where to 
go and get a fountain pet or a piece of paper uh from the time he came in the house he's been well known he 
got immediately into the alger his case you would call and became quite famous became a household work 
then into the senate the vice president now president so really since about 1947 or 1948 we all have been 
reading about and thinking about richard nixon it's quite a quite an accomplishment in politics and it's 
unparalleled we tend to forget that i think unparalleled by almost any other politician on the national scene 
the men in the senate who run the great committees of the senate uh and have been in public life longer than 
nixon many of them still have not risen to his degree of political prominence within the republican party and 
around the world it's a it's a record that is worth noting and is worth thinking about a very very long political 
record as as i say as many times running for national office as franklin roosevelt did people tend to forget 
that roosevelt ran for the vice presidency in 1920 and lost and nixon has had his share of losses he had a 
disastrous loss in 1962 when having lost the presidency to john kennedy in 1960 by al whisker he went to 
california to campaign for governor and waged a disastrous campaign he's had a lot of close elections in his 
life 1968 won by seven tenths of one percent of the vote over hubert humphrey but he won that one and the 
polls all say he has a very good chance of winning this one and tonight here in this hall richard nixon will do 
something that very very few other americans have ever accomplished to be nominated by his political party 
to run for the presidency 
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to run for the presidency for the third time the last time he came into this hall john in the same hole in uh four 
years ago he was a new york lawyer who had been out of office who had been defeated president defeated 
the governor of california was a member of the law firm of what was it nixon margero guthrie mitchell and 
alexander he left took him taking mitchell with him leaving behind marge rose guthrie and alexander all by 
themselves up there in that new york law firm now it's mitchell mudge and alexander i can't remember him as 
well as you can all those names but yes he was in oblivion he changed states he went from california and 
moved his base politics to new york and the man who will nominate him now tonight governor nelson 
rockefeller of new york is one of richard nixon's oldest political associates and one of his oldest political foes 
and they fought and vied for nominations in this party and for influence in this party for many many years a 
few conventions ago there was a bad fight on the platform senator a man named chuck percy from bell 
howell now senator percy from illinois was the chairman of the platform committee and there was trouble and 
richard nixon went to fifth avenue to the apartment of governor nelson rockefeller and they made what 
everybody called the pact of fifth avenue chuck percy didn't know anything about it i believe at that time 
showing the political agility of both of these men who have spent many many years of their lives thinking and 
worrying about each other and as an example of the urge for unity in the republican party governor 


rockefeller will put president nixon's name and nomination here well they're about to start it john chairman 
ford is just begun now to explain to the delegates the first procedures to be followed on how they're going to 
put names and nominations and so on and i think maybe we ought to go down now and listen to it 
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following the completion of this call the chair will recognize those states who have indicated an intention to 
place a name and nomination they'll call the role of the states to see who [Music] for nominating speeches 
and seconding speeches for any candidate for president shall not exceed 15 minutes when the names of 
candidates have been placed in nomination the chair will ask the secretary to call the role of states for the 
purpose of voting under rule 16 of the convention once the secretary has begun the call of the roll it cannot 
be dispensed with for any purpose period therefore all states will be called if any state desires to pass at this 
time it may of course do so at the conclusion of the first call of the roll the secretary will proceed to call the 
names of those states which have passed no delegation will be recognized to change its vote the change is 
vote until all delegations which have passed have been given a second opportunity to vote this is in accord 
with rule 18b finally the chair wishes the delegates to be aware of rule 17 which states and i quote when it 
appears at the close of the roll call that any candidate for the nomination for president or vice president has 
received the majority of the votes 
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has received the majority of the votes entitled to be cast in the convention the chairman of the convention 
shall announce the question to be shall the nomination of the candidate be made unanimous now if the 
delegates will please take their seats and clear the aisles and i repeat it with emphasis please take your 
seats and clean clear the aisles we are now beginning to undertake the very important business of 
nominating the next president of the united states before i asked the secretary to call the role of the states 
the chair as in i think an important announcement to make it has been customary in the past at various 
conventions to permit the chair to recognize non-delegates i want you to be very clear on this it has been 
customary in the past to permit the chair to recognize non-delegates for nominating and seconding speeches 
is there any objection to that procedure at this convention the chair here is none the change is agreed to it is 
so ordered at this point the chair recognizes the secretary of the convention and armstrong who will call the 
role of the states the states that desire to place a name and nomination will so indicate when the name of the 
state is called the secretary will proceed with a call of the role of the state ann armstrong secretary of the 
convention

the state of new york is approaching the podium for the purpose of putting a name and nomination i thank 
the delegate from new york and now members of this great convention it is my high honor and great privilege 
to introduce to you the man who will nominate for the next presidency of the united states for his re-election 
richard nixon the governor of the empire state a member of the cabinet of president eisenhower and the 
governor of that great state for a long long time and made it a better state every year the governor of the 
state of new york nelson rockefeller 
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nelson rockefeller [Music] rockefeller 64 years old you may seek a fourth term as a governor of new york 
senior governor in the united states in terms of tenure he has himself run for president run for the nomination 
for president three times henry kissinger was on his staff before kissinger went to work for nixon thank you 
thank you [Applause] mr chairman mrs nixon members of this great republican convention fellow americans 
four years ago we met here in miami america was torn by violence at home [Music] america was in deep 
trouble abroad inflation was eating away at the hard-earned wages and lifetime savings of those who have 
built america there were riots in our cities there was chaos on the campuses 
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grim escalating war was claiming the lives of thousands of americans young americans and was tearing our 
nation apart that same grim war restraining our ties with the rest of the world faith in america itself was being 
questioned not only by people overseas but by americans here at home today we meet in happier 
circumstances certainly serious and complex difficulties still confront us but there is renewed confidence in 


america abroad and even more important renewed confidence in america by americans here at home this 
has been due importantly to one man our president this has been achieved by his determination and decisive 
leadership his experienced handling of the staggering problems which he inherited four years ago four years 
ago there were 550 000 american fighting men in south vietnam today there are less than 40 000. 
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four years ago inflation raged on control in an overheated war economy [Music] today with wage price 
controls and the rapid progress towards a peacetime economy the rate of inflation has already been cut in 
high four years ago the soviet union and i and the united states appeared to be on a collision course today 
we're working together in science in technology in health in environment in outer space and in trade four 
years ago there was a great wall between mainland china and america today we're in productive and 
increasingly active communications four years ago daily shelling and raiding in the middle east threatened 
another world war today u.s sponsored ceasefire has been in effect two years and there is hope for peace 
four years ago we were headed towards environmental disaster today the whole nation is mobilizing to 
protect and restore our environment in each instance the president has met these crises through decisive 
action at the same time he is acted to meet the challenge of change 
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to meet the challenge of change the president recognized that the patterns of the past the concepts of the 
past and the establishments of the past were no longer adequate to meet the needs of today and the 
challenges of tomorrow and so four years ago he set out to achieve fundamental changes in our concepts 
and relations both internationally and here at hall he brought new initiatives and new programs federal 
revenue sharing to strengthen state and local government services for the people welfare reform to help 
those in need and to protect the taxpayers reorganization of the bureaucratic federal grant and aid system to 
cut waste and red tape the restructuring of the federal government itself to make it more manageable and 
more responsive to human needs and most significantly with his deep concern for people and their changing 
problems the president has completely revised our nation's priorities in 1948 he inherited a federal budget 
which allocated 45 for national defense and only 32 for human resources today four years later he has 
completely revised and reversed the emphasis with 45 of the federal budget for human resources and 32 
percent financial defense and ladies and gentlemen he has done 
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and ladies and gentlemen he has done this without sacrificing our national security and world leadership the 
human resource budget has been doubled it provides greater support than ever before to the basic areas of 
human concern so essential to achieve human dignity and the brotherhood of man they include civil rights 
equal opportunity education health and the fight against drugs in addition there have been great increases in 
housing community development and crime control no president or administration has done more to help 
meet these needs the needs of our great cities the needs of our suburban communities the needs which 
concern all of our people the president has also taken bold action to achieve international agreements to 
open up new areas of trade and to protect american workers in the face of growing foreign competition 
together all these far-reaching steps are bringing about a new era of peacetime prosperity witness the two 
and a half million increase in jobs for american workers in the past 12 months alone witness the four percent 
gain this year in real wages increased purchasing power for american workers the most significant gain since 
runaway inflation was started seven years ago these accomplishments at home these accomplishments 
abroad have not happened by themselves 
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happened by themselves while others talked the president acted while others merely run their hands he had 
the courage and the ability to face the hard realities to initiate new approaches and to bring about solutions 
while others despaired he worked to end the war in vietnam he stood firm in the middle east he traveled to 


peking he journeyed to moscow and while others felt dealt with vague generalities about disarmament he 
made the strategic arms limitation treaty a reality in short the president has brought us to the threshold of a 
generation of peace even as he works and plans for a century of peace ahead this is skilled management 
and leadership of a high order it is this leadership and these accomplishments that bring me before you at 
this convention to make a nomination this country and the world need the continued leadership of our 
president [Music] i say to you delegates and to you my fellow citizens of america we need this man 
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we need this man of action this man of accomplishments this man of experience this man of courage this 
man of faith in america it is my great honor to nominate richard nixon for reelection as the next president of 
the united states [Music] so oh [Music] 
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we just want to keep you informed about everything at this moment there are men up in the catwalks at the 
top of the auditorium standing with their hands on strings ready to turn loose the balloons it happens they will 
happen when mr nixon gets enough votes to nominate him and that will be when missouri votes it'll be a few 
minutes you will have a great opportunity in a very few minutes to participate in the actual nomination and 
selection governor rockefeller gave a classic nominating speech where the president mentioning his name at 
the end there is one innovation that will be coming here in a few minutes there will be 11 seconding 
speeches at one minute each they haven't started yet so we'll pause for this word engulf there are a number 
of seconders we've just had the first a 19 year old college student who's the mayor of emmitsburg iowa they 
are speaking from the floor the next one will be in the alabama delegation ann bedsole she's a delegate and 
a member of the rules committee this year let's go down and see what she has to say an outstanding public 
servant conservationist a delegate from alaska a former governor of alaska a former cabinet member in the 
presidency of richard nixon it's a privilege and a pleasure in a very personal way to recognize the honorable 
walter hickel ann bedzell 
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the honorable walter hickel ann bedzell will be along later walter hickle now thank you mr chairman thank 
you mr chairman it is indeed a pleasure for me to be one of the first to nominate the president because as 
you might recall i was the last one in and the first one out and although i didn't agree with all the actions of 
this administration i am sure that they likewise didn't agree with all of mine but the real excitement came this 
past year when we made the gesture toward china and russia not just recognizing them as people but giving 
us a ray of light and hope where there was just darkness brought on by fear and hate and with this 
progressive enlightened attitude the hopes of peace for all mankind was enhanced and now america is 
turning its hopes to those things of everyday concern that have frustrated the great nation fulfilled in our 
cities the lack of credibility at all levels the whirlpool of the family debt the disbelief in the eyes of the young 
and the black and those in the factories and those on release but i see an attitude that opened up a closed 
world now opening up and uniting america this i see happening and it's with this hope the hope of the young 
of all ages that i second the nomination for the presidency of the united states richard nixon 
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thank you very very much wally hickle for those outstanding comments and observations in your nominating 
speech and now the chair recognizes one of the youngest alternate delegates attending this convention ms 
dedra gerund of the great state of nevada miss chairman mr chairman i am 18 years old a graduate of 
bishop hormone high school in las vegas nevada and i will be a college freshman this fall i come from a long 
line of democrats but this year i've made up a mind for myself i want to see opportunity i want to see a future 
in which all americans can earn a better life and i believe that president nixon and the republican party want 
these too so i am privileged tonight to second the nomination of president richard nixon we are now thank 
you very much we are now going down to the floor where tom pettit has a guest board i'm not really on the 


floor i'm up here in what seems like the grand stand at a football game with senator william brock of 
tennessee who's in charge of the youth activities program or recruiting young people and i'm surrounded by 
uh what uh have come to be known as the nixon kids here senator where did you get all these kids from 
every state in the union they came at their own expense by bus or by airplane or with a thumb 
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by bus or by airplane or with a thumb working their way over uh to come down here and support the 
president uh this didn't just happen by accident though there was a lot of planning in it wasn't there yeah 
we've been working on a program to try to involve the young people of this country in the nixon campaign for 
better than a year and we got uh because we started working the primary states and that's where most of the 
activity came this strength but these young people have proven themselves in various activities registration 
drives voter canvas almost everything you can think of and they earned the right to be here they earned their 
own way and they came at their own expense and they made it and they're really adding something [Music] 
hey you all right all right folks you're the coach here i guess what did you do to get them here you charted 
some airplanes and uh how was that set up yeah we arranged for uh charters from several points in the 
nation from california among other places but uh then they uh each shared the cost of the airplane each paid 
the portion of his cost each his portion of the of the cost we arranged uh for if you can get a a reduced rate in 
miami we try to get as much of that as possible that really doesn't work very well down here but uh who paid 
the rest of it they pay their own all of that they every every bit of the expense is paid for by the young people 
themselves they work they had special projects at home they had fundraising drives the local parties helped 
them in some areas and they've done everything to get here now let me ask you something there's been a 
lot of talk about the clapping and stomping of feet and senator goldwater gave you a dirty look over here the 
other night oh no he did well slightly all right uh how how is that controlled there are seven guys with walkie- 
talkies and it's like the card stunts at a football game all right i'll tell you you all tell him are you controlled no 
no no i mean how's how's it operated we don't have any control i tell you well what are those guys doing with 
the walking dead well we we were worried that it would 
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well we we were worried that it would get so big we try to stop if it goes too long but the start is entirely on 
their own they were so excited when they got in this convention they just turned everything off all right let me 
talk to some of them all right now okay where are you from i'm from brawley california and your name ike 
adams how old 24 and how did it happen that you came down here well i work with the local republican party 
in my town and i was contacted about the possibility of coming by the republican representative from the 
central committee there in brawley how much is this costing you approximately two hundred and eighty 
dollars they're worth it very much so okay where are you from i'm from hopeville california that is in southern 
california not too far from los angeles how old are you i'm 20. your name jess albino yes you having a good 
time i sure am now who's this fella uh i'm from el centro california dennis jacobelli and you're how old i'm 19. 
how did you get recruited to come here well i started working in the fall on campaign drives and uh to get 
people to vote registering to vote and um i was contacted by the central committee and um we were asked to 
we wanted to go in that and we said sure great who made up the chair four more years just uh 
spontaneously yeah all right you said you had 50 states right right now we've had one state so far we got any 
other states here california is here tonight california is red what they were for the big red and most of it is 
california we're red section and that's what came tonight what's the red section we're divided into red white 
and blue sections and the majority of the red section is the california section and that's who got on the floor 
tonight oh i see well who's in the white in the blue section well the other states more the red is the western 
states mostly well also california has the most well we call it the delegates most young voters here that's why 
we comprise one whole section we have like 
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comprise one whole section we have like 350 450 californians here you're from california too yeah you're in 
the reds here now where are the whites and the blues they're no they're not here tonight just california came 
yeah but where are they were they concerned about your outfit no they want us to dress like we normally 
dress you know we want us to be for real what's your name steve levin steve where are you from in 
pennsylvania delaware county outside philadelphia how old are you 21 21 what do you do in real life well 
right now i'm working for the reelect committee uh i go to school you're paid employees no no volunteer work 
how did it happen that you got recruited to come here well i requested it you know i wanted to get involved 
i'm with the young republicans and i wanted to come down here and i didn't know how to go about it so uh i 
sent a letter in and they sent me back the information how old are you i'm 17. from where from bellevue 
washington bellevue washington what's your name richard campbell richard campbell now thanks richard 
senator you have how many three thousand uh i guess thirty five hundred we we were limited to three 
thousand and six hundred extra showed up so we that's been part of our problem we ran out of jobs and 
accommodations i'm sorry that we couldn't interview all of them thanks very much all of you now okay thank 
you now up to the podium when he speaks of bringing the american people together because of his 
leadership america is now achieving what new mexico long ago achieved a society of diverse backgrounds 
whose members are proud of their different origins but equally proud of the american ideals that unite them 
is a congressman from new mexico 
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mexico this is number six of 11. mr chairman on behalf of the state of new mexico i am proud to second the 
nomination of president richard nixon thank you very very much congressman manuel lujan of the great state 
of new mexico and now delegates and alternates we are really and very truly honored to have as our next 
seconding speaker an unusual but very wonderful member of our political family a little different than some of 
us but in our visiting dignitaries box this evening the chair is pleased to recognize the first lady of america's 
11th largest city milwaukee wisconsin that's mrs henry mayor meyer her wife of the democratic mayor of 
milwaukee let me tell you what is especially wonderful on this occasion this evening she is a proud and 
active member of the democratic party and now a co-chairman 
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and now a co-chairman of the democrats for nixon mrs henry meyer mrs myers thank you mr chairman 
official family the wisconsin delegation ladies and gentlemen [Music] i am here because i'm more nervous 
and frightened for america than myself as a matter of conscience i have been a proud and active member of 
the democratic party four weeks ago i stood in this hall and watched heartbroken while our party was pulled 
away from the principles that make it such a vital part of the american political process only to concern itself 
with domestic viralities and turn its back on the urban crisis i think america needs to know about this crisis 
the leader who most understands the needs of the people is president richard nixon the president along with 
my husband the other mayors and congressional leaders pushed hard for a revenue sharing bill to put the 
money of america to work on the biggest domestic problem of america the needy the ghettos the overtaxed 
property owner and the worried businessmen are hoping the senate will share the dream for the benefit of all 
america i stand here not as a prodigal democrat but one of countless thousands of

[Applause] [Music] this was a rally for the republican party and for the president it just isn't an idol concert 
that happened to be held foreign 
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the blonde girl on the left your picture a minute ago is pamela powell to powell's well [Applause] alone 
sometimes on evenings like this when a man is nominated for the presidency you see him sitting in his hotel 
sleep looking somber and thoughtful and thinking long thoughts about the country this is quite a different 
image tonight you know they always see that sitting in front of the television just seeing himself nominated uh 
you're trying to shoot me in the back no no no i'm just covering this for jet magazine [Music] sammy davis all 
those who have entertained here so splendidly at this program i understand earlier and to all of you who are 
attending this young voters rally at a time 
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as i was driving over here from my home in key biscayne as you know it is the custom it is the custom that 
anyone who was nominated for the presidency does not appear at the convention until after the nomination 
and consequently i have not been there except to see it on television but as i was driving over the thought 
occurred to me that this was one of those moments in history that has never happened before and it will 


never happen again i do not mean by that that i have not been nominated before as a matter of fact i was 
nominated in 1952 and 56 for vice [Applause] president and i have twice had the honor of being nominated 
for president and tonight makes it the third time but here now and now to put this all in the historical context 
all of you know that this is the first time in the 195-year proud history of america that young voters 18 to 21 
are going to participate in the election decision and i believe that it is particularly appropriate that the first 
appearance of the president of the united states after his nomination be made before first voters who as you 
are 
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now as i was coming in i was stopped by one of the fine television commentators commentator for abc 
network and he asked me as we were trying to talk over the rather shall we say quiet audience at the 
moment he asked me what was going to happen to the youth vote he said he was beginning to wonder 
whether i had concluded that perhaps the estimates that the youth vote was just automatically going to go to 
our opponents might be a little high i can say this [Applause] and i want to give you an answer that i want you 
to think about a bit i don't think the youth vote is in anybody's pocket i don't think it ever will be i think young 
people are not likely to vote party label i think they're going to vote what they believe in they're going to be 
independent i think the young people of america are going to listen to both candidates they're casting their 
first vote they want to be a good boat we've got just as good a shot at it as the other side and we're going to 
get it with your help now i want to express appreciation to all of the celebrities that's the word we use for 
them for sammy davis jr and the marvelous groups that you've been hearing here pam powell 
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and i want to ask all of you to realize what it means for them to be here now my business is the business of 
politics it's a very honored business i hope lots of you get into it maybe full time but i want you to know that 
when you're in politics you assume you have to under our system that what you're trying to do is to get 
somewhat over half the vote and the other man or woman as the case might be is going to get somewhat 
less than half now in show business which is sammy davis's junior jamie davies junior business and the 
business of others who are here they are not trying to get half they're trying to please everybody and so you 
see when somebody in show business comes and participates in a political rally he or she is doing 
something that is a very great personal sacrifice and even a personal risk i heard on monday night one of the 
television commentators questioned sammy davis jr when he was sitting there with mrs nixon in the 
presidential box he pointed out what i had known and which sammy davis of course quickly agreed with that 
he had been a very enthusiastic supporter of president kennedy when we ran against each other in 1960 he 
said he was still a very good friend of the Kennedy family and then the commentator said what is your 
reaction sami to the fact that many people who have been your friends and your supporters perhaps many 
who think you're great in show business think maybe that you've turned against them and that you've done 
so as he put it you've sort of sold out because you were invited to the white house to see the president well 
just let me give you the answer you aren't going to buy sammy davis jr 
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you aren't going to buy sammy davis jr by inviting him to the white house you're going to buy him by doing 
something for america and that is what we were doing my nice and when sammy and when sammy and i 
and his wife were chatting there that day i want you to know it was one of the most moving experiences for 
me and i hope it was for him we talked about our backgrounds we both came from rather poor families we 
both have done rather well and i know sammy is a member of the other party i didn't know when i talked to 
him what he would be doing in this election campaign but i do know this i want to make this pledge to sammy 
i want to make it to everybody here whether you happen to be black or white or young or old and all of those 
who are listening i believe in the american dream sammy davis believes in it we believe in it because we've 
seen it come true in our own lives but i can assure you my friends that the american dream can't be fully 


realized until every person in this country has an equal chance to see it come true in his life today today i 
pledge to you we have worked toward that goal over the past four years we're going to work toward it over 
the next four years and i want you to know that we're 
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and i want you to know that we're grateful for the celebrities who have stuck their necks out struck their 
necks out taken the chance as they have that they might lose some support because they realize it's 
important to get into a campaign that affects their future in the future their country and the future of their 
children and now i'd like to just close on one note about you this is your first election campaign it will not be 
your last i Know that many of you will go into public service i hope all of you will continue to participate in 
politics as you go along some of you will go into business some of you may go into show business some of 
you may go into some other kind of activity where somebody's going to come up to you one election year 
and say ah stay out of the campaign because you might risk some money you might risk some customers or 
clients or whatever the case might be and i just want to urge you don't ever do that because what you do for 
america is more important than anything you do for [Applause] yourself i want all of you the young voters of 
america listening here and those who might be listening on television now simply to know this i've been 
trying to work for your future we've had some disappointments but we've had some successes and i'm going 
to talk about both tomorrow as i make the acceptance speech but should the opportunity come to serve four 
more years i'm not going to be resting on what we've done in the past i'm going to thinking be thinking of 
these wonderful young faces i see out here your enthusiasm your idealism your hard work this is your first 
vote and years from now i just hope you can all look back and say it was one of your best 
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back and say it was one of your best votes thank you [Music] is [Music] [Applause] [Music] uh [Music] it's 
about all over here for tonight there are a few more ceremonies in the hall but nothing not too much left a few 
minutes we'll be back after this message from golf well we're getting to an end of this session of the 
republican national convention there's henry kissinger the president's foreign affairs advisor signing 
autographs over in the vip box he came here with the president today he often travels with him to hear the 
nominating speech given by his old boss governor rockefeller and he'll be there tomorrow night hearing mr 
nixon's acceptance speech the lady with kissinger is ruta lee [Music] that's his date tonight uh we've seen 
something that was unexpected and unprecedented after president nixon was nominated here his name was 
placed in nomination by the convention 
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nomination by the convention by a vote of 1347 to 1. a demonstration began in the hall at that moment the 
president got into his limousine and drove a short way to the miami marine stadium where there are about 
eight thousand people have gathered for a political rally huge for nixon sammy davis jr the chief entertainer 
there tonight and we saw on television what i expect is since television began covering these things at least 
and perhaps in several elections before that the appearance of a presidential nominee immediately after the 
convention not in the hall but at another forum which enabled him not only to speak to 8 000 young people 
who are new voters but to television viewers all across the united states so he did appear tonight his next 
appearance will be here in this hall tomorrow when he will deliver his speech of acceptance that speech may 
have a good bit to do with young people young people have been a theme at this convention the president 
mentioned today that 18 to 21 year olds can vote and if you add the numbers of those about 11 million 
americans to the other americans who were too young to vote the last time four years ago for president 
under the old rules you end up with about 25 million americans eligible to vote the mcgovern campaign is 
making a serious effort an all-out effort to register as many of those voters as can be registered in the belief 
that they will vote in the fall for the democratic ticket what mr nixon did tonight it seems clear is a political 
signal that his campaign will emphasize the youth vote heavily does this mean that the republicans were 


worried that mcgovern might make serious inroads into that vote not necessarily because the polls have not 
supported the idea that the young people will go overwhelmingly for mcgovern the polls don't indicate that at 
all nevertheless mr nixon is leaving no stone unturned this year and tonight's appearance was 
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this year and tonight's appearance was part of the fall campaign indeed you might say that it was the 
beginning of the fall campaign immediately after he was nominated here unexpected unprecedented but i 
think we'll have a lot of surprises in this campaign the chairman jerry ford michigan is now announcing the 
appointment of a committee to notify president nixon that he has been nominated we have reason to believe 
he already knows it but nevertheless that is the form that is routinely followed in all cases the committee will 
call on him give him the news and tell him that they expect to hear a few appropriate words from him here in 
this hole tomorrow night a time and a place at which he will no doubt appear that the he was nominated as 
you said by forty seven to one as for that one vote some of the delegates from new mexico were a little 
irritated that they had to cast it under state law they did because representative mccloskey won a percentage 
of the vote and was entitled to one delegate one vote so i had to give it to him the chairman i believe it was 
or one of the members said his idea of not withdrawing the vote so as to make it unanimous was childish we 
asked mccloskey about that and he said not me not while a bombing is going on so the one vote for him was 
cast the benediction is going to be given by the reverend bobby richardson of the fellowship of christian 
athletes a former baseball player in our world and that thou dost rule and overrule its tangled history give us 
this night the power of thy holy spirit to aid us in reflecting upon the decisions made here cause us to do 
justly and to walk humbly with be our god create in us and in our nation the confidence and hope that the 
foundation which thou has laid and upon which thou has built will stand grant thy blessing and protection 
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stand grant thy blessing and protection to thy servant our president and to the vice president and to those 
who seek to serve in public office bless their families who sacrifice that they may serve bless the members of 
our military in fields of danger remember with tenderness those who are prisoners and their loved ones god 
bless america the land that we love stand beside her and guide her humble our pride with the remembrance 
that our best plans are fragile and passing but that thy power and purposes alone are permanent give us a 
holy dissatisfaction with all that is based in love keep us from a shameful peace with our temptations and 
now grant us rest this night and may the love of god our father and the grace of our lord jesus christ and the 
comfort of the holy spirit be with us all now and forever amen mr bobby richardson of the fellowship of 
christian athletes giving the benediction in the closing moments of this fourth session of the convention we'll 
be back with that [Music] nbc news continues its coverage of the 1972 republican national convention 
brought to you by the gulf oil corporation this session is adjourned now there's only one left john watching 
this one today and tonight it seemed to me there's one thing that regardless of party is true of all conventions 
and there's something very american about it in the best sense very exuberant colorful expensive wasteful 
time consuming energetic noisy working somehow nevertheless the uh plus a lot of chamber of commerce 
free advertising 
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chamber of commerce free advertising tourist promotion and boosterism and while they were calling a role i 
kept a few notes here on some of the little plugs some of the little plugs we heard and they include the land 
of the midnight sun the winter olympics where america's day begins paradise of the pacific the home of the 
national committee chairman the offshore oil industry beautiful chesapeake bay a delegation of 50 women 
big sky the birthplace of pat nixon the showplace of the caribbean and virginia is for lovers isn't that great 
that's pretty good well at all it's all based back at a time when demonstrations could sway audiences they did 
long ago in conventions and the ritual of a convention is rooted very deeply it goes back about 150 years in 
the united states the demonstrations have begun i regret saying this appear i've always liked this one tonight 
i thought it was spectacular the best i've ever seen those balloons and all those kids marching around it was 


really lovely also the uh it seems to me that there's been a lot of talk about how well orchestrated this 
convention was and in my experience i have not seen a more carefully orchestrated one since possibly 
president eisenhower was renominated in 1956 in california but that's the point it is the renomination of the 
sitting president he and his people do and ought to control the party and um they have things their own way 
particularly when you're 26 points ahead in the poll there was no really serious challenge to him and the 
mechanics of the situation were such that there wouldn't have been anyway the balloons didn't go off on time 
but just about everything else did even with mr nixon's unexpected appearance tonight at a stadium nearby 
they only ran a half an hour later than they expected to they'll be back tomorrow night for two 
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they'll be back tomorrow night for two or three important pieces of business the nomination will be made to 
place spiro agnew's name and nomination again as the vice presidential candidate there will be a roll call of 
the states on that nomination then mr agne will make his acceptance speech and then the president will 
make his acceptance speech and that begins tomorrow night at 7 30 eastern daylight time and nbc news will
